California Legion Goes

San Francisco, July 27—The Cali- 
fornia Department of the American 


Legion has gone over the top in its 
national membership quota accord- 
ing to an announcement made to- 
day by Van Hogan, state command- 
er. The quota for California was set 
by the national department at 57,- 
000. The figures show that the Le- 
gion in this state attained 100.08 per 
cent of the mark as of June 30th. 


As the result of the splendid 
showing of the organization the 
California delegation will assume 


second place in the Légion parade 
at the national convention to be 
held at Portland in September. This 
will give California legionnaires the 
opportunity of participating in the 
procession without standing for 
hours at rest and seeing the dele- 
gates from other states go past. 

The figures show that Oakland

which together have a total of four 
(4) judges. 

“In fact, in none of the seven 
counties havine two superior court 
judges each, did the number of civil, 
criminal and domestic relations 
cases filed during the last two 
years approximate more than eighty 
(80) percent of the similar litigation 
commenced in the superior court of | 
San Mateo County, and in most of | 
of them it did not exceed fifty (50) 
per cent.”

“On behalf of the university 1 
am writing to protest most vigor- 
ously against the granting of any 
such license, and it is our sincere 
hope that your council will deny the 
application.”
